A work is about to appear on the Egyptian Mu- 
seum at Rome. The execution of the plates has 
been intrusted to the architectural engraver Troiani, 
to whom a sum of 8,000 scudi has been allowed for 
the purpose. The letter-press will be from the pen 
of the Barnabite, P. Ungarelli. The Italian archi- 
tect Canina has just published a work on the con- 
struction of the most ancient Christian churches, 
which is very highly spoken of. It contains 57 en- 
gravings on copper, and 147 folio pages of letter- 
press. 


About 4,600/. has been subscribed towards build- 
ing a church and school-room at the Swindon station 
of the Great Western Railway. The church is to 
consist of entirely free sittings.

The tower of St. Werburgh’s Church, Bristol, is 
undergoing a thorough repair.

A new market-place for the district of St. 
Philip’s, Bristol, is proposed to be erected. 

On Wednesday, the 2nd, Liandevand Church, 
between Chepstow and Newport, after having had 
no divine service performed in it for fifty years, and 
being now entirely rebuilt from the ground, through 
the benevolent exertions of the parishoners and 
their friends, aided by the Church Commissioners, 
was re-opened; it will contain from 150 to 200 
persons. 

The Church Building Fund has within the last 
ten years reached in amount nearly 200,000/., by 
means of whichforty-two churches have been already 
erected.

Four large lunatic asylums are about to be erected 
in Ireland under Government direction.
